We meet this demand by procuring the best 
seed that can be found in sections where soil and climate unite to develop the Pansy to 
the highest state of perfection that it is capable of attaining. We ask for our list a careful 
perusal, and comparison with that of any other house in the trade. 


‘ The seeds of the VIOLA TRICOLOR MAXIMA should be sown, if for early 
7 or spring blooming, from August to September, and for Summer or Fall blooming, sow 
from January to June. Plant the seeds in light garden soil about one-quarter of an inch 
deep, keep them moist and well shaded until the plants begin to appear (which usually 
takes from seven to fifteen days); about four weeks later they should be transplanted into 


good ground, well pulverized and enriched with plenty of old decomposed cow manure ; 
in dry weather they must be watered frequently. 

The PANSY, although quite hardy, must be protected during the winter, a cold 
frame, therefore, is the most suitable place to winter them ; they should, of course, be 

{ aired freely when the weather permits. As soon as the frost is out of the ground 

transplant into open ground, where they will soon begin to unfold their beautiful and \e 
striking flowers. 

There is no doubt that these varieties have come to stay, principly on account of its 
popularity. The plants are of vigorous though compact habit, the flowers are carried 
well, and the diversity of color is somewhat remarkable. They are of a refined form and 
present a notable difference from those of all known races, in being of a size hitherto 
quite unattained in this genus.
